Yesterday* c Post account of your suit for Kosenko information leads me to believe 
that it is one of two iaauee on which we probably agree. The other is the need in today’s 
world foe an effedent intelligence system. 

Because I believe that my lawyer and I can be of help to you in your suit, without 
consulting with him I offer whatever holp y ur lawyer beMevee he cun use. I am confi- 
dent that my c ousel will feel the earns way because we both believe that all possible 
information should be available to everyone, including tl.ooe with whoa we disagree, 
and because w© both follow this practise with the records I obtain and have obtained 
throurJi what ia probably the largest number of FOIA cares filed br any privets citizen. 

My experJUuxttw, with tin CIA but. not limited to it., are frm the outside. I can 
give detailed proofs and if necessary testimony to the withholding by subterfuge, to 
the withholding ao that tl« aamelot'ormration can bo leaked or first used in angled form 
or by those of known preconception and disposition. 

For more than three years the CIA has been withholding all Kosenko information 
from me. fty FOLA request is that old. I have repeated It and appealed. Tho appeal is 
without response. Both refusals violate the Act. If this had not been done the angled 
use, really Misdirection of Hart'sHSuse committee testimony would not have been 
possible. In my view none of it was within any proper legislative uandate and all of 
it waa dictated by the CIA, not the committee. In short I regard it as media manipu- 
lation, passible because of tho comni toe's cvn irreaixnsibility if not bankruptcy. 

If thi« offer has or can have any interest for you I »?kQ it without any quid 
pro quo, despite the fact that va sought to depose you in one of my suits. Our pur- 
pose had nothing to do with your beliefs. It was merely to aak you as an expert the 
kinds of questions you now have to have answered about the existence end withholding 
of existing information. 

If your lawyer deep not h/»ve extensive FOIA experience my lawyer does, is 
James H. besar, with two offices.

So far as I am concerned you are welcome to all our case records, to read or 
to copy one use. We may have copies of xvlevunt decisions that rey save your counsel 
much time ins research if he does not havo then. 

Some of the CIA* a affidavits in my cases, particularly with regard to Kosenko 
and his treatment Which i z not of special interest to me) may be quite valuable to 
you, I bolieve. 

I will inform Mr. hesar of ay deoire to provide any ae-iiatan© you or your counsel 
find can be of use to you by a carbon of this letter, as I also will when I speak 
to him again. In adoition, I will make it dear that while I still believe the tfmtimnny 
we do aired from you should still be before that ^ourt it ia In no way a precondition 
and that save far what he might consider inappropriate I would like everything ve have 
to be available to you, through him, me or both of us. 

Good luck in your suit. Which I also believe you'd have been well advised to 
havo filed in tho District, wlier** the district and appeals court havo much more ex- 
perience in FOIA cases and official misre presentations in them. The appeals court 
in particular appears to b© tiring of these ii ere presentations.
